T he N orth R iver B ank is a m em ber of 
the Clearing house, and operates under a 
State charter granted in 1S42.

tion. w hen it was learned th at it was in the 
hands of the B ank E xam iner, who is to­ 
night overhauling th e accounts.

On account of the m ention of the 
N orth R iver B ank as one of the defaulters 
at the C learing-house yesterday, the de­ 
positors started a quiet, bu t steady run on 
it this m orning.

solutely ignorant of the alleged facts in the 
G ould interview , and greatly questioned 
w hether G ould ever m ade the rem arks at­ 
tributed to him . 
A D irector o f the U nion Pacific said he 
did not believe a word 01 the story. 
George Gould refused to talk this m o rn ­ 
ing in regard to the report th at his father 
had secured control of the U nion Pacific. 
Russell Sage expressed a belief that Gould 
had obtained control of the road and said 
that was ju st w hat was needed to straighten 
out the railroad situation. 
The Evening Post says: T he story about 
the U nion Pacific pnssing into the control 
of G onld not only lacks confirm ation, but 
we have m ost po.-itive and unquestionable 
proof th at the whole story is m erely an in ­ 
vention. 
Nevertheless, we have also good 
reason for believing a m ajority of tbe stock­ 
holders are dissaiisfitd w ith the present 
m anagem ent and ’.h at a m ove w ill soon be 
m ade to break up th e contract w ith the 
N orthw estern.

“ W ill you exert an influence upon the 
U nion Pacific m anagem ent, or in any way, 
directly or indirectly, effect a change at the 
next election ?” 
Mr. G ould sm iled and hesitated before 
his reply. 
“ I am acquainted w ith som e cf 
the largest stockholders in the country,” 
he said. 
“ I m ight have som e influence, if 
I choose to exert it. 
T here is a great d is­ 
satisfaction over tbe conduct of m any of 
the railroads. 
T here is an uprising w hich 
ought to effect general reform s in the m an ­ 
agem ents, for the roads have enough busi­ 
ness to give them large profits if they 
can obtain proper rates.

She could m aintain 
a speed of seventeen knots an honr. 
Lord Brassey, in the Xaval Annual, ad­ 
versely criticised tbe vessel. 
H e said the 
econom y of weight had been carried to ex­ 
cess in her construction; th at her plating 
was too thin, and her arm am ent overdone. 
In seaway h er heavy top w eight w ould be 
a detrim ent to her speed, and would u n ­ 
duly strain th e hull. 
T he vessel was 225 
feet long, w hile she had a d raught of only 
fourteen and a half feet. 
T be relatives of the crew at P lym outh 
aud the dock yard people are full of gossip 
about the lost cruiser. 
It is claim ed that 
she was unseaw orthy and broke dow n on 
all her trial trips. 
T he Serpent has a bad record. She broke 
dow n m ore than once in th e m aneuvers 
of 1888.

COLUSA COUNTY F0SSILISM. 


The holding of large tracts of land, unculti­ 
vated and unimproved, by individuals or cor­ 
porations, is against the public interest and 
should be discouraged by all means not incon­ 
sistent with the rights ot private property.— 
Constitution of California, Art. 17, Sic. 2. 
T he Central Irrigation D itch Company 
of Colusa county, the projector of an en­ 
terprise which promises to confer growth 
and prosperity upon the west side of the 
Sacramento valley, particularly in Colusa 
county, encountered on the line of the 
ditch the 
somewhat 
notorious Glenn 
ranch. 
This ranch is a large holding, 
comprising 52,000 consolidated acres of 
very rich land on the west side of the 
Sacramento river. 
Like sim ilar ranches 
in other counties of the Sacramento val­ 
ley, its ownership has constituted a dis­ 
placement of civilization, has conferred 
upon the country the appearance of an 
unsettled waste, and has deprived all other 
enterprises and ownerships in California 
of the benefit of an increase of population. 
I t is therefore the natural foe of improve­ 
m ent, and so when the Central Irrigation 
D itch Company sought to carry its ditch 
across this holding, it was resisted. 
The 
representatives of the Glenn ranch sued 
the Central Irrigation Ditch Company for 
damages. 
A case arising out of 
this contest, 
which was recently tried in Colusa county, 
has produced some most startling develop­ 
ments. 
It was shown by the testimony 
th at the wheat raised on holdings of ICO 
to 320 acres of land in the State of Cali­ 
fornia cost the raiser $1 20 per hundred, 
while wheat raised on holdings aggregat­ 
ing twenty to fifty thousand acres can be 
produced at 50 cents per hundred. 
When, 
therefore, wheat is worth at the nearest 
railroad station to the land whereon it is 
grown SI 20 per hundred (the price at 
which it has stood for some years), it is 
raised without profit to the small farmer. 
The same rate, however, would give to the 
large laud holder a profit of 70 cents per 
hundred, or $14 per ton. 
The testimony 
appeared to establish this beyond contro­ 
versy, and the jury awarded unusual dam ­ 
ages to the Glenn ranch, because the ditch 
would intlict more injury upon large land­ 
holdings than upon sm aller subdivisions of 
ownership. 
If at the same tim e the wheat 
on 20,000 acres of land can be produced at 
a net profit of $14 per ton. while the wheat 
on 320 acres is produced w ithout profit, 
the consolidation of small 
into large 
holdings is the logical result. 
A ll property passes to its most profitable 
ownership, impelled by the resistless ten­ 
dencies underlying 
economic 
industry 
D uring the decade between 1880 and 1890, 
the Sacramento valley showed no increase 
of population in the rural districts. 
If 
wheat-growing is to be the dominating in­ 
dustry of the valley, it will show a decided 
decrease w ithin the next ten years. 
The 
logic of this G lenn estate fossilism tends to 
the depopulation of the State, and the ver­ 
dict of the jury in the case under consid­ 
eration is a judicial determ ination rele­ 
gating the fertile lands of the Sacramento 
and San Joaquin valleys to the semi-bar­ 
barism of large land holding. 
Mr. Lusk, 
the attorney for the G lenn estate, has 
secured a judicial conclusion, which is in 
efleot notice to the people of the world 
that California is a suitable place of resi­ 
dence for millionaires only, and wholly 
unsuited to the application of the industry 
of the respectable common people. H e 
has shown that the m illionaire wheat 
raiser will sooner or later own the entire 
arable area of the State. 
H e has disclosed 
an inherent tendency which will inevit­ 
ably aggregate the small holdings into 
broad areas of unoccupied wheat fields, 
owned by country barons residing for most 
of the tim e at the Palace Hotel in San 
Francisco and cultivating their lands with 
the labor of Chinese and tramps. H e has 
shown conclusively that large land owners 
and their advocates are public enemies, 
whose destruction is the first duty of the 
people of this State. 
The result of the trial, however, has 
performed the service of establishing be­ 
yond question the fact that any acre of 
land aggregated with other acres under a 
large ownership has a higher value than 
acres of like 
fertility segregated into 
sm aller holdings. 
If upon twenty or fifty 
thousand acres of land wheat may be 
grow at a profit of $14 per ton, when at 
th e same rate upon 160 acres of land 
wheat must be grown without profit, or at 
a loss, each acre w ithin the large holding, 
by reason of its aggregation, is worth five 
or ten times as much as each acre of the 
sm aller holding, and should therefore lie 
assessed accordingly. 
The organic law 
of the State of California declares that it 
shall lie the duty of the Legislature to dis­ 
courage in all reasonable ways the monop­ 
oly of the soil. 
This is a sober and deliberate declara­ 
tion of public conscience on the subject, 
and the formulation of a public policy. It 
will, therefore, lie consistent with law, rea­ 
son and justice to assess the land holdings 
upon a cum ulative basis, holdings of 160 
acres lieing assessed at $20, holdings of 
three to five thousand acres at $40, from 
five to ten thousand acres at $60, and from 
ten thousand upwards at $100. 
It is competent for the coming session 


of the Legislature to pass such a measure. 
Nor would such a law be obnoxious to any 
provision ot the organic law, either State 
or national. 
Land holdings may be di­ 
vided into categories. 
So long as each 
holder in the same category is taxed 
equally with others, there is no inequality 
of taxation. 
The resistance of the Glenn 
estate to the growth of the State may, 
therefore, eventually prove wholly ad­ 
vantageous to the future of the common­ 
wealth. 
It has made an excellent begin­ 
ning by pointing the way of taxing large 
land holdings out of existence. 
It is the 
elemental right of society to determine the 
law of property, and when a species of 
ownership confiscates the natural oppor­ 
tunities of men, it is the natural right of 
society to destroy the brutal usurpation. 


SHAMEFUL NEGLECT. 


BIYER IMPROYRMEIT. 


The State Board of H ealth was not pre­ 
mature in its official warning concerning 
diphtheria. 
In San Francisco the disease 
has appeared in a virulent form, and is 
epidemic in a district extending from the 
Tenth or Eleventh street to N ineteenth, and 
from M arket street to Mission bay and 
South San Francisco. 
It is now discov­ 
ered that the infection comes from the 
neglected 
sewers, some of which are 
choked with filth, while the outlets of 
others are absolutely closed by mud, so 
th at the house discharges of months are 
retained in the sewers, fill the cesspools 
and send the poisonous gases through the 
manholes in ail that section. 
Who is to blame for this condition of 
things? 
A t whose door should be laid 
the responsibility for the loss of scores of 
lives as the direct result of neglect to 
keep open and flush the sewers ? 
Cer­ 
tainly it was the duty of some one to have 
looked after these public drains, and have 
made known th eir condition. 
Upon who­ 
ever that duty was imposed, the death of 
the little children is chargeable. 
The people in a city must trust to their 
officials in these matters; they have the 
right to walk the streets in safety from 
assaults and murderous attacks. 
The po­ 
lice is appointed to the task of protecting 
them in those directions. 
But their right 
to be protected against the exhalations of 
choked sewers and festering cesspools is 
just as strong. 
It is shameful in cities, 
where the remedies for such dangers are 
easy and are provided by law and the 
purse of the tax-payers, th at official obli­ 
gation sits so lightly upon official con­ 
science. 
Now that death has given the warning5 
and parents are gathering their little ones 
and fleeing from the pestilential quarters, 
the authorities of San Francisco appear to 
have awakened, and gangs of men are 
busy flushing sewers, and others are en­ 
gaged in sprinkling disinfectants into sew­ 
ers, manholes and cesspools. 
W e are told 
that it is the first time for many years 
th a t these sewers have been flushed or 
otherwise cleansed. 
If so, it is so shame­ 
ful a case of neglect th at we are surprised 
the local press can summon courage to con­ 
fess the fact before the world. 
In the 
meantime while San Francisco isendeavor- 
ing to stamp out the pestilence, let the 
people in Sacramento ask themselves how 
it is in this city, and w hether we are tak­ 
ing steps to prevent a serious outbreak of 
the disease here ? 


T h e Board of Supervisors o f San F ran ­ 
cisco have passed to print another Chinese 
removal ordinance. 
It differs little, if 
any, from that of last spring which the 
Courts so em phatically condemned. 
It is 
prefaced with a long-winded preamble, it 
is true, reciting the reasons for ordering 
all Chinese to reside w ithout 
certain 
bounds in the city of San Francisco. These 
reasons are marshaled in solid columns, 
and embrace all the tests and points of the 
anti-Chinese argument. 
In the main they 
are truths, but th at their recitation in a 
preamble can in any wise give validity to 
an enactment th at is in flat violation of 
the obligations of the nation to China un­ 
der a treaty in force, is simply absurd. 
The passage of the ordinance will be the 
conclusion o f a municipal farce, and serve 
to illustrate the lengths to which dema­ 
gogy will go. 


I t is a singular fact that, usually, secur­ 
ing the control of the House of Represent­ 
atives in the year preceding a Presidential 
election, has operated to the disadvantage 
of the majority party. It was so in 18-83-4, 
and again in 1887-8. 
I t will be interest­ 
ing to note the efiect of the change in 1891 
when the campaign of 1892 opens. 
The 
theory, in explanation, is that such a con­ 
dition of things puts into strong contrast 
two successive Congressional records; that 
it leads the people to expect more of the 
party controlling the House than it can 
possibly accomplish. 


S t a n l e y 
has given his solicitors in­ 
structions to bring an action against young 
Barttelot for libel. 
This is proper action 
on h is part, as it will bring this whole 
scandalous m atter about Major B arttelot 
and Lieutenant Jaimeson before a tribu­ 
nal in w hich the truth can lie arrived at. 
The criminations and recrim inations of 
the past two weeks indulged in by the 
survivors of the Emin Relief Expedition 
have become the concern of hum anity and 
ought to be given the searching examina­ 
tion th at only a Court of law can apply. 


A n o th e r revolution has broken out in 
H onduras; fighting has been severe and 
all Central America is in danger of being 
draw into the trouble. 
W ill these Central 
American States ever give the world a 
rest? 
If thev continue to prove the inca­ 
pacity of their people to pteserve orderly 
government common hnipanity will before 
long demand of other nations th at they 
take hold of this m atter of chronic war in 
those countries, and settle it effectively 
and for all time. 


T h e Emperor of Germany has proposed 
a bill to the Reichstag for the establish­ 
ment of further elem entary schools. Does 
any one suppose th at Germany will per­ 
m it any of the schools thus to be estab­ 
lished, to be conducted to the exclusion of 
the German tongue from the curriculum 
of study? 
Aet m the U nited States we 
have a political party resisting the reason­ 
able regulation that English shall be 
taught in the schools. 


T h e Attorney-General of the U nited 
States has decided th at guessing contests 
are not within the scope of the anti-lottery 
law. 
This will be balm to the souls of 
such of our contemporaries as conceive the 
office of reputable journalism to be the 
promotion of those catch-penny schemes 
to extend circulation and secure advertise­ 
ments. 


Now t h a t the election is over and 
things are settling back into their wonted 
channels, it is timely for the press, in lieu 
of other live topics of discussion, to bring 
out the car stove and set the annual de­ 
bate concerning its activity, upon its usual 
rounds. 


THE FEDEEAL GOVERNMENT C0MMIS- 
MISSI0N APPOINTED. 


The E xecutive Com m ittee of the River 
Im provem ent 
Convention 
Called to M eet. 


A s our readers are aware, laat year the 
people of the valley and foothill counties 
called a R iver Im provem ent Convention, 
w hich m et in this city. 
In the purpose of 
that Convention the San Francisco Board 
of T rade and the San Francisco Cham ber 
o f Com m erce united and sent delegates to 
the session. 
T h e Convention resolved to 
send a delegation to W ashington to present 
the claim of the ch ief rivers for im prove­ 
m ent and restoration, to Congress and the 
proper Federal Departm ents, 
T he delega­ 
tion, in 
w hich San Francisco was repre­ 
sented, also labored in W ashington some 
weeks, and reported that the obstacle in 
the w ay o f Congressional action was the 
absence of any recom m endation from the 
Engineering D epartm ent of the W ar D e­ 
partm ent that there was any need for im ­ 
provem ent of the rivers. 
T he W ar De­ 
partm ent, in reply to the delegation’s ap ­ 
peal. said it had m ade no recom m endation 
to Congress because tbe engineers in charge 
of the rivers had m ade no report that an y­ 
thing was the m atter w ith the rivers. 
T be delegation, however, secured a prom ­ 
ise from the departm ent that it would ad­ 
vise Congress to appropriate m oney suffi­ 
cient to have a com m ission o f inquiry ap­ 
pointed to exam ine the Sacram ento and 
Feather rivers, to ascertain wbat, if an y­ 
thing, 
was needed aDd to report at an 
early date. 
T he delegation secured a like 
prom ise from Congress and then returned 
to California. 
In the m eantim e the E xecutive Com ­ 
mittee o f the Convention pressed the m at­ 
ter upon the Secretary of W ar and C on­ 
gress so w a im ly that a sum was supplied 
for the purpose, and the 
Paine break 
ordered closed, 
w hich was done. 
Subse­ 
quently sim ilar work was ordered done for 
a serious break not far from the m outh of 
the Feather river. 
T he prom ise to create the Com mission 
and equip it with funds was kept at W ash­ 
ington, and about the tim e of the order 
being m ade M ajor H uer, of the United 
States Engineer Corps of the A rm y, sent 
on his report, pointing out that the Sacra­ 
m ento and Feather rivers need im prove­ 
m ent to prevent the cessation of naviga­ 
tion, and to conserve the general integrity 
of those free highw ays. 
This report un­ 
doubtedly gave m uch em phasis to tbe 
presentation of claim s 
the 
Convention 
delegation had m ade at W ashington. 
A few days ago Dr. D ixon, as Chairm an 
o f the E xecutive Com m ittee, received notice 
that the Com mission of Exam ination had 
been named by the Secretary of W ar, and 
that it is constituted as follows: Colonel-G. 
H. M endell, United States Engineer Corps, 
President of the Board, and Major A lexan ­ 
der M cKenzie and Captain Dan C. K in g­ 
m an, both of the ÜDited States Engineer 
Corps. 
T he President of tbe Board is well 
known in the State, of which he is an old 
resident. 
M ajor M cKenzie and Captain 
K ingm an have both been extensively en­ 
gaged in Federal exam inations and works 
upon W estern rivers. 
It is not known ju st when the Com m is­ 
sion w ill meet and begin its exam ination 
of theSacram entoand Feather, incidentally 
o f the Y u b a river, the two first nam ed 
stream s being the lim it o f the jurisdiction 
of the Com m ission, but it is anticipated 
that Colonel M endell w ill have the Board 
organize at a very early day and proceed to 
work that Congress m ay be early advised. 
A m eeting of the E xecutive Com m ittee 
of the R iver Convention has been railed, to 
be held at Dr. D ixon ’s office, in this city, 
on F rid ay evening next. 
A t this m eeting 
several Assem blym en and Senators w ill be 
present, at least cne member of the State 
R iver E xam in ing Com m ission, the report 
of which has been completed, aDd possibly 
other engineers.. T he purpose of the meet­ 
ing is to m ake the prefatory arrangem ents 
to lay the data in the possession of the 
Convention and of the State concerning the 
rivers, before the new Federal Com m ission, 
and to consider what action the Legislature 
sball be solicited to take, to further the end 
in view , the im provem ent of the rivers by 
order of the Federal G overnm ent. 
Incidental to this, the subject of the 
drainage of the valley basins, which is not 
a Federal matter, w ill be debited, and a 
possible plan snegested at this or subse­ 
quent meetings for such drainage through 
a system atic reclam ation process, so that 
the cost w ill be borne by the acreage bene­ 
fited, but so also that the w hole matter of 
district form ations w ill be under the super­ 
vision of State authority, that uniform and 
properly related action 
m ay be had by 
owners of lands in the districts to be 
drained.

The last obstacle iu the way of the final 
parchase of the 8utter Fort property has 
been removed. There were filed yesterday 
in the County Recorder's office two deeds 
—one from John Rider to BeDjamin Mor­ 
rill, and the other from Morrill to C. E. 
G ronsky, E. J. Gregory, F. D. Ryan, E. E. 
Gaddis and Charles McAllister, the com­ 
m ittee appointed by the Grand Parlor of 
the Native Sons of the Golden West to ne­ 
gotiate and receive the same in trust for 
that organization. 
W hen the committee set about its task 
of securing the property it was confronted 
with several slight cloads upon it. One of 
these was a claim by John Rider upon 
what remained of the old Sutter Fort, and 
there were also San Francisco heirs to 
an estate which had some sort of claim on 
the property. 
W hile none of these people demanded 
rem uneration to release their claims, still 
the latter were of such a nature that certain 
procedures were necessary to legally re­ 
move the clonds npcn the title. All this 
caused delay, but at last every obstacle has 
been removed, and the property secured. 
The next move will be for the Legisla­ 
ture to accept it on behalf of the State and 
appropriate the necessary funds to restore 
the fort an J grounds to their original con­ 
dition and keep them in repair. 
The purchase price of the property was 
$20,000. Abcui $6,000 was subscribed, and 
then Colonel F. C. Crocker, a native son of 
Sacramento, placed $15,000 in the hands of 
the committee with which to complete the 
purchase of the historic landm ark. The 
subscriptions had not all been paid in when 
Senator Stanford was last in this city, and 
learnicg that fact he gave his check to the 
committee for the balance necessary to pay 
for the deed (some $250) and secure the 
property.

This sum-is the result of a call 
upon our young society of genuine lorty-niners 
possessing a m em bersnip ot only seventy. It is 
possible I m ay be able to forward you some­ 
thing more by-and-by, but 1 dare not promise, 
as 1 tind m any of the "m en of old who dug for 
gold’’ too poor nowadays to carry out the best 
w ishes of their own heaits. In memory of old, 
w hen we dug for gold, ’w ay back in ’49, I am, 
m y dear Lawson, fraternally yours, 
Geo.

THEY 
CLOSELY WATCH THE CANVASS 


OF ELECTION BETTONS. 


N obody S eriou sly E n d an gered T h u s F ar

a L ead o f T w enty-five. 


The Supervisors and tally clerks were at 
their posts prom ptly at 9 o’clock yesterday 
m orning to take up the brokeD thread of 
their tedious task (of canvassing the elec­ 
tion returns) where it was snapped asunder 
at half-past 5 o’clock the preceding even­ 
ing. Those candidates who have "close” 
contests were also on hand, or represented 
by friends, and the am ount of figuring done 
during the day was enormous. They all 
appear to be cheerful workers, however 
and nobody seems disposed to give up the 
fight as yet, except those who are several 
hundred votes behind their opponents. 
Even Matt. F. Johnson appears not to be 
without hope of going to the Legislature in 
place of Elwood Brnner, as he ha9 re­ 
mained almost constantly by the canvass­ 
ers since the returns were opened, and 
watches every move closely. 
The person most endangered—of those 
who had supposed himself elected by a 
good round majority—is James B. Devine, 
candidate on the Republican ticket for City 
Justice of the Peace. 
He started in yester­ 
day with an estimated majority of nearly 80 
votes over C. W. Baker, but when the tally 
sheet of the eighth precinct of the Second 
Supervisor District was canvassed it was 
found that the election clerks had grossly 
blundered in ntakicg up their totals, and 
that Baker's vote should have been 89 in ­ 
stead of 42. This gave him an increase of 
47 votes, reducing Devine’s lead to 28, ac­ 
cording to the latter’s figures. 
Baker gained three more votes iu the 
second precinct of the Third District, re­ 
ducing Devine’s lead to 25. There were 
some other and minor changes before that, 


in which both Devine and Baker alternate- a 
ly gained and lest a vote o ' two, bat at the 
close of the day’s canvass the resnlt stood 
as above—according to the figures kept by 
Devine. 
. 
The returns of the eighth precinct—in 
which the totals of nearly all the candi­ 
dates were changed from those returned by 
the election clerks—contained a written 
protest from H . H. Thielen, one of the offi­ 
cers ot election in that precinct, against 
the canvassing of the Citizens' Republican 
tickets, on the gronnd that they were ille­ 
gal. 
H e claimed that the heading to this 
ticket was a counterfeit of the regniar Re­ 
publican ticket, and came nnder the pro­ 
vision of the Code which required any 
counterfeit ticket to be counted fur the reg­ 
ular ticket. The canvassers took no action, 
except to file the protest. 
W hile on this subject it may be well 
enough to state that several Republicans 
who have been defeated, on the face of the 
returns, expect to be installed in office by 
the Courts. They claim that these "Citi­ 
zen Republican” tickets should, under the 
law, all be counted for the "Regular Re­ 
publican” ticket, and it seems to be under 
stood that the mattei will be tested in the 
Courts. 
The canvassers made good headway yes­ 
terday. They commerced with the third 
precinct of the Second District and com­ 
pleted the eight rem aining precincts in 
that district and the first and second Pre­ 
cincts of the Third District. 
The last three precincts canvassed do not 
appear in the following table, as there is 
not room therefor in the double-column, 
bat will be included in to-mcrrow's report, 
which will embrace all of the city vote, 
and probably a portion of District No. 4. 
There were no changes made yesterday 
of votes enough to materially improve any 
person's chances for election except those 
of Baker for Justice of the Peace, and 
further changes in the vote for this office 
are just as liable to improve Devine’s 
chances as his. Should the Citizens’ Re­ 
publican ticket be declared illegal, and the 
votes credited to the candidates thereon be 
given to the regular Republican candidates, 
then it will become interesting to note 
whether any of the latter will be so far in 
the rear that the Democratic and scratched 
Repubiican votes will be enough to defeat 
them. 
The Board will resume the canvass at 9 
o'clock this morning.

The biennial election for Trustees of 
Land District No, Three took place on 
Tneeday at the residence of A. T. J. Rey­ 
nolds, on Grand Island, and nearly all the 
resident land owners were present, as were 
also Thomas H, W illiams, Jr., and David 
Bixler, of San Francisco, these gentlemen 
being the largest land owners in the dis­ 
trict. 
A. T, J. Reynolds, Peter Hanson and 
Howard D, Kercheval were elected for the 
ensuing two years. The affairs of the 
district are in a very prosperous coudition- 
In another m onth or so the levees will be 
completed and they are of so complete and 
solid a character that the embankm ents 
built in former years bear no comparison 
to the present ones. 
Tnere is large dredger now engaged in 
digging a canal frurn the pump, at the 
lower end of the island, up through its 
center. The canal is nearly forty feet wide, 
and ten or twelve deep, and when exca­ 
vated about a mile further ‘the pump will 
make short work of what liitle water re­ 
mains in the center of the island.

W a sh in g to n, November 12th.—Secretary 
B ’.aine has by no means done with the 
question of reciproei:y. H e has obtained 
from the United States Ministers in the 
South American countries copies of the 
tariff laws of those nations, with such com­ 
m ents upon them as fhe Ministers thought 
proper to make. 
W ith this data he pro­ 
poses to prepare a letter full of food for 
thought, which he will subm it to Congress. 
H e may experience some difficulties in 
sending it through the usual channels of 
the Exrcu ive. 
It is a fact not generally 
known tbat Blaine’s last letter to Congress 
ou 
reciprocity remained at the W hite 
House for a month, and then it was not 
sent to the Capitol until Mr. Blaine had 
his storm y interview with the Senate Com­ 
m ittee cn Appropriations. 
Blaine drove 
direct to the W hite House from the Com- 
mittee-room on that eventful afternoon. 
W hat transpired between him and the 
President is, of course, unknown, but the 
delayed letter went to the Capitol im m edi­ 
ately after Blaine left the President’s room. 
President H arrison's delay at the time 
was due to the belief that it was inexpedi 
ent to confuse the public mind with the 
reciprocity idea. Besides which, he fell 
that a step in that direction would place a 
weapon of attack in the hands of the op- 
porents of the McKinley bill. The situa­ 
tion which would confront him now is dif­ 
ferent. but it m ight be none the less an in 
fluex.ee showing a letter written by Blaine 
for political effect. 
Blaine as a Presidential possibility is 
growing every day'. The Democrats are 
afraid of him , and the Republicans are 
already anxious to shout for him. 
So far as can be learned, Blaine has kept 
^ his own counsel about his plans. He did 
tell a story a day or two ago, however, that 
is too good to lose. 
A friend asked him 
w hat he thought of the McKinley bill, now 
that the elections were over. “ W ell,” said 
he, with a smile at his questioner, ‘ there 
was a trial down in Maine some years ago, 
and au old farmer was summoned to testify 
regarding the character of the defendant. 
‘Do you know the defendant?’ asked the 
lawyer. ‘Yes, sir,’ 
‘W hat is his charac 
let? ’ 
‘Well, sir. I have known defendant 
forty years, and I have been studying him 
forty years, and my opinion of him now is 
the same as it was on the Srst day I met 
h im .’ ”

“ T h e S ta r-S p a n g le d B a n n e r.” 
A w riter to the Musical Visitor has been 
prowling about London’s old book-stores, 
lie says “that the largest antique book­ 
store of the world is Q uaritch’s, in Picca­ 
dilly. There one can find missals in the 
quaint notation of five hundred years ago; 
musical instruction books of the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries, and, in short, 
every rarity that the devout antiquarian 
could desire. 
Some of these things cost a 
rather solid price. 
One music book that 
the great collector showed me was marked 
at $10,000. 
I can not afford such luxuries 
until the price of music lessons goes up. 
Nevertheless, both here and in some of the 
old beok-stalls near St. Paul’s I managed 
to find some musical rarities. 
A lot of 
sheet music of the years 1738 and 1739, 
with the quaintest of engravings attached, 
gives me some almost forgotten songs by 
Handel and Henry Carey ; an early edition 
of ‘God Save G reat George, Our King,’ 
shows me some variations of the ending 
which are not used nowadays; but best of 
all, I bave obtained a copy of the tune of 
The Star-Spangled Banner,’ dated some 
dozen years before our national anthem 
w asw iitten. 
I suppose th at most of your 
readers know that ‘TheStar-Spangled Ban­ 
ned was originally an English drinking 
song, entitled ‘To Anacreon in Heaven.’ 
This copy gives the old tune, and sets it to 
Masonic words, ‘To Old H iram in Ileaven,’ 
celebrating the supposed founder of Free­ 
masonry, and building of the temple at 
Jerusalem. 
It proves th at the air was 
iHipular aud well known in England long 
before America appropriated it.”
